He 
forged the cashier's signature and, 


RAILWAY ADOPTS 
MUSICAL WHISTLES 
FOR LOCOMOTIVES 


Burlington Prefers Harmonious 
Toots to Ear-Piercing Shrieks; 
Besides They’re Cheaper. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 23.—Musical 
locomotive whistles have been in- 
stalled by-the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad trains for trial 
on its suburban service engines, the 
road announces. 

The whistle is described as “four- 
toned, musical and relatively soft 
in tone” and was installed to de- 
crease the amount of offensive 
noise .made by the rodd, also to 
save money. 

The management has demon- 
strated that it costs less to produce 
a pleasant musical warning than 
the hair-raising shrieks of the 
ordinary locomotive, although the 
first cost of the musical whistle is 
seven times that of the ordinary 
one, which costs from $10 to $12.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—In a 
cable message today to Lord Der- 
by. declining an invitation to go to 
England to study industrial condi- 
tions in Lancashire, Senator Borah 
of Idaho declared that “China is 
going to be the acid test of wheth- 
er the natisns which have been 
preaching peace want peace.” 

The Senator’s reply was evoked 
by Lord Derby’s statements at the 
Manchester Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon yesterday when Ambas- 
Houghton was guest of 
honor. The Senator received a 
cable from the Manchester Eve- 


ning News asking if he would ac- 
cept Lord Derby’s offer “to show 
you the English are not the ogres 
you think we are” and that **mil- 
lions here are of the same opinion 
as yourself that we must do every- 
thing to maintain world peace.” 

“Replying to your telegram,” 
Borah answered, “I do not need to 
be shown that the English people 
are not ogres. I hawe never said 
anything of that kind and never 
thought anything of that kind— 
quite the opposite. I should like 
to know what Lord Derby bases 
his desire to enlighten me upon 
this particular subject. I appre- 
ciate his missionary’ spirit but 
really I do not feel in need of his 
gospel of enlightenment. 

“T have no doubt there are mil- 
lions in England just as anxious 
for industrial peace and world 
peace as Lord Derby indicates. I 
have no doubt their enlightened 
conception of industrial justice and 
international justice are quite as 
exalted as Lord Derby indicates.

TOKIO, April 23.—Madam Yone 
Suzuki, the ~6-year-old widow once 
reputed to be the richest woman 
in the world, is reported to have 
given up her magnificent residence 
at Suma Beach, Kobe, moving into 
a small unpretentious house near- 
by where she is living frugally.

He 
charged that lawmakers and those 
attempting to enforce the law were 
drinking, that more than a million 
citizens had become users of intox- 
icants because of prohibition and 
that 66 per cent of the nation’s 
population is opposed to it. 

Successful, Says Wheeler. 

Wheeler said prohibition was a 
success and is the.will and wish 
of the majority. Describing the 
use of intoxicants as “entrenched 
sin,” he claimed for the Federal 
and State enforcing measures a 
policy of patience while awaiting 
eradication of this sin. 

He said that most wet propa- 
ganda was conceived and fostered 
by liquor interests and that the 
nation was still preponderantly 
dry. He said prohibition was 
based on sound governmental 
principles, “the inherent right of 
the people to better their condi- 
tion” and not fanaticism, as was 
charged by Darrow. 

Y Of repeal and nullification, 
Wheeler said: 


“If so (that the constitutional 
amendment was put through by a 
minority), a wet majority can ex- 
tract it (the amendment) from the 
Constitution. It has always been 
the right of the people to change 
their Constitution by legal methods. 
but to attempt to nullify or defy 
it is affarchy.” 

The chief point of difference dis- 
closed by the debaters, aside from 
their methods of exposition, seemed 
to be their ideas of the effect-of 
intoxicants upon man. Wheeler 
painted alcohol as a monster. habif- 
forming. fiendish and insidious, 
which drives men to brutalities and 
economic disasters and corrupted 
morals generally. 

Darrow could not see the harm 


in drinking in moderation and ex- 
pressed no ¢Oncern for those who 
drank otherwise. Life, he said 
was pretty much a drab affair. 
what with man caught between an 


the roofs of houses and barns. 

The most pressing need is for 
small md@orboats to rescue persons 
marooned in out of the way places.

river steamers to assist in relief 
work, principally to remove refu- 
gees from threatened river towns. 
Army supplies, including tenta, 
food and medicines have been or- 
dered from several corps areas. 
Additional supplies are to be fur- 
nished by the Veterans’ Bureau. 

Red Cross estimates place the 
total number of refugees now at 
nearly 100,000, and cven more are 
threatened by present or prospec- 
tive floods as the crest of the high 
water moves siowly down the river 
past Memphis. 

Evacuation of Greenville, Miss., 
the largest city to be flooded, 
probably will be completed tomor- 
row and attention then will be 
turned to Helena and other river 
towns.

SUES NATIONAL BANK 
OF COMMERCE FOR $25,000 


George L. Edwards, Former Attor- 
ney for Depository, Claims Fees 
for Legal Services. 

George L. Edwards, for years at- 
torney for the National Bank of 
Commerce. now a resident of John- 
son City, Kan., brought suit in Fed- 
eral Court here Friday against the 
bank for $25.000 alleged to be due 
him and Edward White, a former 
law partner, as fees for defending 
the suit of H. Clay Pierce for $3.- 
000.000 which recently was decided 
in favor of the bank. 

The litigation, which grew out 
of the promotion of the Tennessee 
Central Railroad and the Memphis 
Terminals Co., was instituted in 
1920. Edwards declares in his pe- 
tition he and White were promised 
a fee of $25.000 in the case and 
that he has purchased White's in- 
terest. The bank, he said, refuses 
to meet its obligation. 

W. L. Hemingway. vice president 
of the bank, said: “The bank and 
its former attorney do not agree on 
the claim and must leave it to 
judicial decision.” The litigation 
in which Edwards claims to have 
earned the fee was tried in the 
same court in which he has fited 
his claim. Edwards is a brother of 
Ben F. Edwards, former president 
of the bank.

GOOD-WILL FLYERS 


RETURN FO HOME SOIL 


Reach Miami, Fla., Amid Cheers 
After 20,000-Mile Tour of 
Latin-America. 


By the Associated Press. 


MIAMI, Flia., April 23.—Their 


mission of spreading friendship and 


good will throughout a score of 
Latin-American countries complet- 
ed, the United States army’s Pan- 
American flyers rested tonight on 
their native soi! for the first time 
since they started their epochal 
journey of peace four months ago. 

With ranks depleted as the re- 
sult of a collision between the 


planes New York and Detroit over | 


Buenos Aires, Feb. 26, that cost 
the lives of Gaptain Clinton W. 
Woolsey and Lieutenant John W. 
Benton, the army’s eight “aerial 
ambassadors” landed here at 2:57 
o’clock this afternoon from Ha- 
vana, making the hop in three 
hours and 12 minutes. 

Escorted by Major-General Ma- 
son Patrick of the army’s air ser- 
vice and nine commercial planes, 
the New York 2nd, San Antonio, 
San Francisco and St. Louis were 
cheered by thousands as they 
ended their 20,000-mile pathfind- 
ing voyage that started Dec. 21 at 
San Antonio. 

The causeways connecting Miami 
and Miami Beach were jammed 
with automobiles and their occu- 
pants cheered the planes as they 
landed. 

The flyers started from San An- 
tonio Dec. £1, and extended 
through every Central and South 
American country. 

“We madé lots of new friends, 
but it’s good to get back among 
the home folks,’”’. said Major Her- 
bert A, Dargue, flight commander, 
after the official welcome. 

“The air service had ho finer 
men than Captain Woolsey and 
Lieutenant Benton,” Dargue said. 
“I say this not because they are 
dead, but because I knew them s0 
well in the day of thgir active 
service as pilots. But the tragedy 
only brought the two nations clos- 
er together. The president of the 
Argentine republic rushed to the 
scene of the crash, threw his arms 
around us and extended his most 
sincere sympathy for the whole 
nation. From then on, they did 
everything humanly possible for 
us. 

“Everywhere, without an excep- 
tion, we were surprised at the af- 
fection with which we were greet- 
ed. They seemed to grasp our 
mission and understand that we 
came as friends. We could have 
asked for nothing more.”

It is up to Sheriff Louis Donze 
of Ste. Genevieve County, Mis- 
souri, to tell how a huge whisky 
still could have been operated cn 


a farm owned by his father’s estate 
at Weingarten, Mo., 12 miles from 
Ste. Genevieve, without the 
Sheriff's knowledge and _ conni- 
vance. e 

He was charged yesterday with 
five others. in warrants issued 
here by United “tates Commis- 
sioner Atkins, with setting up and 
operating the still The penalty 
on conviction is a minimum of six 
months in jail and $500 fine and 
a maximum of two years in the 
penitentiary and $5000 fine. 

The warrants were issued after 
a raid on the Donze farm Friday 
afternoon by Federal prohibition 
officers under Chief James Dillon. 
They found four St. Louis Italians 
and Bedford Perkins, 22 years old. 
son of Dr. B. G. Perkins of Wein- 
garten, operating the still. 

Plant in Barn on Farm. .. 

Informants told the raiders that 
Sheriff Donze, who is administrator 
of his father’s estate, had made 
frequent trips to the farm, re- 
cently, driving in an automobile 
and sometimes i: a truck. The 
barn in which the whisky plant 
had been set up is in plain view 
to anyone visiting the farm. 

Sheriff Donze told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday on tele- 
phone that he had rented the farm 
three months ago to a man who 
gave the name O. N. Haley. He as- 
serted that Haley paid $300 for 
three months’ rent in advance and 
after living on the place a few 
weeks moved away. Sheriff Donze 
said he did not know what went 
on there after that because he had 
not been near the place since rent- 
ing it to Haley. 

The raiders found a 400-gallon 
daily capacity stil] with a double 
cooker and triple condenser. There 
was 8000 gallons of whisky mash 
in vats and 90 gallons of whisky in 
cans., A large stock of new empty 
cans and other items necessary 1o 
whisky manufacture had been 
stored in the barn. 

Four Give St. Louis Addresses. 

The Italians gave their names 
and addresses as follows: Don 
Bommarito, 22, of 1619 North Six- 
teenth street: Andrew Garsano. 
20, of 1401 Blair avenue: Angelo 
Patrillo. 45, of 1219 Pendleton 
avenue, and Sam Palazzolo, 42, of 
1229 Walton avenue. Young Per- 
kins admitted to prohibition agents 
yesterday that he had been hired 
as “lookout” for the whisky piant. 
He named Bommarito as the man 
who engaged him. 

When the five prisoners were 
brought to St. Louis the Italians 
told very innocent stories of how 
they happened to be on the farm. 
One said he had gone to wait for 
the squirrel shooting season which 
opens in June, another said he was 
taking a vacation there and two 
said they were there to buy egg%. 
These latter, Palazzolo and Patrillo, 
had automobiles parked near the 
farm from which the rear seat 
cushions had been removed. The 
prohibition agents pointed out that 
these cars were equipped to carry 
whisky cans as well as egg “Cases.

NEIGHBOR'S JEALOUSY 
CAUSE OF SHOOTING 


Mrs. Elizabeth Miller, Seriously 
Wounded, Says Mrs. lanicola 
Envied Washing Machine. 


Petty jealousy over the acquisi- 
ti of new household articles was 


the principal cause of the critical 
wounding of Mrs. Elizabeth Miller, 
59 years old, a widow. who was 
shot last Thursday by her down- 
stairs neighbor, Mrs, Victorta lan- 
icola, 26 years old, In an unpro- 
voked attack in the rear yard at 
their home, 1644 Texas avenue. 

Mrs. Miller, who is at City Hos- 
pital with her spinal cord severed 
by the bullet fired by her neigh- 
bor, recovered sufficiently yester- 
day to tel] a Post-Dispatch report- 
er of the feud, which culminated 
in the shooting. 

“About six years ago I bought a

Her answer was, ‘no 
thanks, it would only make me 
jealous.’ It did make her jealous 


and she showed it by turning off 
the water leading to my flat on 
several wash' days. From then on 
every time I got something new 
for the house it ‘ate on her.’ Other 
neighbors told me*she said she 
hated me and would kill me. Just 
before Easter I got two new rugs 
She became particularly ugly after- 
ward and that is the only reason I 
can think of for her shooting 
me.” 

The builet fired by Mrs. Iani- 
cola entered Mrs. Miller’s body on 
the right side, near the armpit 
and ranged downward, severing the 
spinal cord.

AMERICAN AND FIANCEE 
SLAIN IN PARIS SUBURB 


Bodies of Singer and Pianist 
Found in Auto, Pistol in 
His Hand.

PARIS, April 23.—Julian Fran- 


cis Meredith, voca} student of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., was found dying. and 
Marion Roberts, concert pianist of 
Chicago to whom he was engaged, 
was found dead at Dawn today in 
an automobijle parked at the road- 
side near the Chateau de ia Barre, 
15 miles southwest of Paris. The 
day was the anniversary of their 
engagement and Miss Roberts had 
come to France to spend it with 
her fiance. 

She was shot in the head three 
times. When found. her body was 
already, cold while Meredith, who 
had a bullet wound in his temple, 
was breathing faintly. She was 
sitting at the wheel of the auto- 
mobile, while he was at her right 
with a pisto] in his hand. He 
died soon after géndarmes ar- 
rived. 

There was no evidence of vio- 
lence or of a quarrel. However, 
Meredith had bought the new 
automatic pistol recently and he 
had a box of cartridges. Police 
quickly decided that he killed her, 
thén shot himself, but could find 
no trace of a motive. 

Meredith only recently had 
bought the small coupe in which 
he drove to Havre Thursday to 
meet Miss Roberts, arriving on, 
the steamship Degrasse. Ee drove 
his flancee to Paris and they’ were 
together yesterday. After lunch 
at the housé where he lived they 
started on a drive. They stopped 


at a little hotel at Cerenay ‘a 
Ville. They left the hotel at 10:20 
o'clock last night after inquiry 


about the road to Paris. They 
were found at sunrise. 

In Meredith's pocket, apparently 
eliminating the possibility of mur- 
der for robbery was 6400 francs 
and a jeweler’s box within which

Philosophy of Anarchy. 

That is anarchy, and you can 
applaud it if you want to, but you 
will always be in the minority in 
the United States. 

He asks us if we have a right 
to make a thing criminal that the 
people do not believe to be crim: 
inal. The majority of the peopie 
of the United States do believe in 
this law. That is the reason why 
we have got it. There is a minor- 
ity that doesn’t like it, but we in- 
vite you into the field of open con- 
test, and we will battle it out in 
the open arena where we have a 
right to fightthis out, at the bal- 
lot box. If you win, we will smile, 
take our medicine, and help you 
to enforce your law, but you can’t 
put it across by a hurrah and by 
declaring ‘that you will not play 
the game after you have lost when 
we have had a fair fight and the 
verdict had been won. ; 

Now then, when we have this 
law in the South, what are the 
two provisions in, the Constitu- 
tion that interfere with the Ne- 
g70? 

One is you can’t have a law 
that is in violation of the rights 
as to race and color and previous 
condition of servitude. What 
have they done? Every law in 
the South has passed on that, and 
they have taken it into the Su- 
preme Court, the Supreme Court 
any criticism, where criticism has 
they are knocked out, every one 
of those laws. 

What is the other one? The 
other provision is this — and, 
frankly, it is the one, if there is 
an criticism, where criticism has 
got to come—that if you do put 
on any of these provisions that 
do conflict as to these conditions 
it should cut down your propor- 
tion of Congressmen: and Sena- 
tors in the Congress of the United 
States. 

Supreme Court Must Decide. 

Now, that doesn’t apply to the 
Negro only, it applies to every- 
body. So if a state puts on a 
limitation that state must have 
its congressional representation 
cut down. Now then, if any of 
the states are doing that they of 
course will meet that issue in the 
Supreme Court. : 

The Supreme Court has con- 
strued that liberty for the north 
as well as the South. 

What do we do in some of the 
Northern states. If you don’t own 
property in some of the Northern 
states you can’t vote. Why, it is in 
Rhode Island, and some q@? the 
other states as well, and if that 
logic is rrght, it applies in thosé 
states just as well as it does down 
South, and when Mr. Darrow says 
that we are not for the enforce- 
ment of the Constitution from the 
beginning to the end, he has fot 
caught step with the men who are 
back of this’ fight to enforce the 
eighteenth amendment. 

We are for the enforcement of 
every part of it and if they will 
bring any cause in any court or 
bring up any movement that will 
show that there is a part of this 
constitution that is not being en- 
forced, or that is not being upheld 
properly, and construed properly, 
he will find that practically every 
man and woman back of the efght- 
eenth amendment is for a fair con- 
struction and upholding of every 
part of the Constitution from the 
first clear through to the’ last 
amendment of it. That is our the- 
ory of this. « 


Must Regard Rights of Others. 


He says, “let the individual do 
as he pleases.”’ Well, he may not 
live as long, but he will have 


more fun, he thinks. If the indi- 
vidual wants to do as he pleases 
he can so long as he doesn’t inter- 
fere with anybody else’s right. But 
he mustn’t pick out the private 
thoroughfare of organized society 
to play the drunken fool. You 
must not interfere with the rights 
of others. That is what we are 
fighting for. 

He says we can’t live without 
tolerance of our neighbor’s reli- 
gion, social life, customs and appe- 
tites. We do not tolerate our 
neighbor’s:religion if it involves 
pitiful, human sacrifice, or widow- 
burning; if it includes improper 
conduct. , 

You have to be tolerant to oth- 
ers as well as yourself. 

The man who thinks he is the 
only pebble: on the beach sooner 
or later runs up against the ma- 
jority in his own community and 
in the nation that tells him where 
to head in, and he will always do 
that, in organized society. If he 
doesn’t he will have to move out 
into jungle or some place where 
he is the only pebble on the beach 
and he will get so lonesome he will 
want to get back home in less than 
24 hours. 

Now then about the questions 
that we tried to get Mr. Darrow to 
answer. When he came to them 
he did not take a single question 
that appertained to them. He tried 
to juggle some of them but did not 
take a single one of them and an- 
swer it fairly and’ didn’t even 
state the question. : -

Obey it. Of course they won't; but 
if we did not have that, where 
would our safety come in? Where 
would be our protection of health 
and everything re speaks of here 
so flippantly. How would they be 
protected in a government like 
that? You wouldn’t live in a com- 
munity any length of time under 
such a regime. 
Personal Liberty for Everybody. 
He tells us here that the personal 
liberty of the individual] is the big 
thing. Well, it is a big thing, but 
you can’t have personal liberty un- 
less you are willing to grant that 
the other individual has the same 
right to his personal liberty. What 
is my personal ‘liberty? It is to 
live ip a community so that others 
will hot put on a course of conduct 
that will interfere with my rights 
to live absolutely a clean, safe, pos- 
itively helpful life in that com- 
munity. : 
Now you can’t take that doctrine 
and say that everybody can go his 
own way. If you are going to have 
liberty ‘in a country, the only kind 
we have is under the Constitution 
and the kind we have under Con- 
stitution is liberty under law. We 
stand for it; we will fight for it; 


rand we will win in the future for it. 


Howe: Mr. Darrow will now 
have 10 minutes in which to close 
the discussion of the evening. 

Darrow’s Last 10 Minutes. 

Darrow: I will endeavor to an- 
swer Mr. Wheeler’s questions 
which I.omitted before. I an- 
swered one of them and there are 
two which I did not. 

He says, if you can violate one 
law, why not another? Well, let’s 
see. It is a criminal statute. Unless 
nine-tenths of the people believe in 
a criminal statute you can’t enforce 
it. It is not simply whether a ma- 
jority is best, but it must have be- 
hind it such a feeling that. the pub- 
lic will enfore it. 


“Let’s compare it. He says if 


‘you won’t obey one law you won’t 


obey another. Suppose the ques- 
tion were put to the people of the 
United States on the law of mur- 
der. There isn't one out of 10,000 
wouldn’t: be in favor of the: law. 
Would there be any minority that 
would possibly violate it? 

Suppose larceny. Not one out 
of 10,000. The laws against rob- 
bery, and of the ordinary crimes, 
are supported almost unanimously 
by the people and they cannot be 
changed or repealed. 

Public Can Nullify Law. 

The public nullifies a law and 
always will nullify a law so long 
as they have any sense of individ- 
ual freedom left in them, when 
that law is not sustained by the. 
public opinion of a large majority 
of the people. 


That is all there is to it. When 


people are so browbeaten and de-. 


graded and cowardly that bigots 
can enforce a law upon them, it 
is about time they shut up shop, 
and that is all there is to that. 
He asked me what I would have 
in place of what wé have. Any- 


thing? 
I will modify this. I would have 
anything except prohibition. I 


would have government dispen- 
saries or license laws Or many oth- 
er things that I could think of if 
I wanted to give the time to it. 

The question is about this in- 
fernal law which has been con- 
demned by almost all the people 
of the United States. I have ob- 
served. this audience. There aré 
about half a dozen people who ap- 
plaud everything my friend says, 
and they applauded that foo] 
thing. -I will tell you why. The 
6,000,000 are in states like Arizona, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Vermont, North Carolina, 
South Carolina—all dry and noth- 
ing but dry. We can’t prevent 
them and won’t try. There are 
more people in New York State 
than ‘the whole bunch that could 
prevent the repeal of this amend- 
ment, 


Right to Change Minds. 
Let me give you another answer 


to it and see what you think of it. | 


If the people have any right to 
pass this rotten legislation, they 
should have the right to repeal it. 
People change their minds, where 
they have any—and where they 
haven't they change them mere 
frequently. I have seen towns go 
wet one year and dry the next. I 
have seen Canada go all dry and 
now practically all wet. I have 
seen the change in the United 
States until the people who believe 
in that accursed legislation have 
one thing and one thing only to 
rely upon and that is that they can 
find 6,000,000 people to prevent the 
repeal of the amendment and can 
cajole the people of the United 
States into the idea that they must 
have prohibition. 


That is what they are up against 
today. Is there any reader of cur- 
rent history, is there any man who 
knows anything about the feelings 
of the people of the United States, 
who doesn’t know there has been 
an enormous change -in public 
opinion since that prohibition law 
has been tried? It has made hypo- 
crites, perjurers, bribe-takers, in- 
formers, and it appeals to every- 
thing that is the lowest in-man. 

It is the accursed thing in every 
human relation. The fact that 6,- 
000,000 people can keep it on the 
books proves we are a natior of 
blooming idiots and weaklings.

Injured Employes in De-

DETROIT, Mich., April 23.— 
With two known dead and 28 oth- 
ers in two hospitals, seriously fn- 
jured, the smouldering ruins of a 
new five-story building of the 


Briggs Manufacturing Co., —to- 
night held the solution of whether 
others met death in a fire kindled 
by a series of explosions which 
| destroyed the structure early today. 

Joseph Gillan, who died shortly 
| after his admittance to a hospital, 
and Harry Mason, who died tpis 
afternoon, were the known dead. 
Both were Negroes. Estimates of 
the number of dead place the 
figure much higher, but J. W. 
Carter, head of the company’s 
service department, announced late 
today that a check of the employ- 
ment records accounted for the 
200 men employed ir the burned 
building. More than 2500 are em- 
ployed in all departments of the 
plant, an automobile body firm oc. 
cupying several buildings. 

Early reports of Charles T. Earl, 
a Deputy Coroner, who visited the 
scene, wére that from 50 ty 100 
men were killed. Firemen placed 
the number at 20, but Thomas J. 
O’Grady, Deputy Superintendent of | 
Police, refused to set a figure. He 
said it probably would be several 
days before search could be made | 
for any bodies that may remain in 
the ruins. 

Many Injured Go Home. 

The total number of injured 
was estimated unoff'cialy at 100 or 
more. This number included 
scores not seriously injured, who 
received first aid treatment at 
two hospitals and the company’s 
office and returned to. their 
homes. ie 

One fireman was temporartly 
overcome. Early reports that two 
firemen stationed on the roof of 
the building had fallen to their 
death in the blazing interior proved 
unfounded. A number, however, 


under falling walls and the roof. 

The fire originated on the third 
floor of the building, after the first 
blast in the painting department. 
Workers in other parts of the 
building filed out calmly when a 
fire alarm sounded. 

Several workers on the third |

Captain Holmes returned to the line aft- 
er his recovery and was wounded again,. this 
time in the heel, at the battle of Fredericks- | 
burg, May, 1863.

brevets as Major, lLieutenant-Colonel and 
Colonel. Some of his friends say that he 
would rather be greeted today as Colonel

From the Civil War, Col. Holmes, a vet- 
eran of 23, returned to Harvard, which two 
vears later gave him his degree in law. Be- 
fore settling down to the practice of law he 
went to Europe’ on a vacation.

Smith of New York if his adherence to the Roman

laws than any other statesman. He thought so much 


of the importance of the principle that he put fn his | 


epitaph that he was “author of the Virginia statute 


for religious freedom.”

One of the amendments to the Constitution

make no law respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof, 
or abridging the freedom of speech or of the 
press.” thereby guarding in the same sentence, 
and under the same words, the freedom of reli- 
gion, of speech and of the press; insomuch, that 
whatever violates either, throws down the sanc- 
tuary which covers the others.

of His Opinions. 

Clearly, the opinions of Justice 
Holmes have often been at vari- 
ance with his personal prejudices. 
One cannot, for example, conceive 
of him as a teetotaler, yet he has 
supported the laws which seek to 
give effect to the eighteenth amend- 
ment. Why he has done this may 
be inferred from the opinion just 
quoted: As a Judge ‘“‘playing the 
rules of the game’ (a _ favorite 
phrase of his) he accepts what the 
people through their “authorized 
voice” have said that they want. 
This conception of the law is one 
of the facets of his liberalism: 
is a hopeful conception to those 
who believe that the wet-and-dry 
pendulum will swing the other 
way. 

Again and again he returns to 
his thesis that the law is a grow- 
ing, not a static, system, and warns 


against blind acceptance of old 
shibboleths. 
“The law.” he wrote in his 


“embodies the story of a nation’s 
development through many centur- 
ies, and it cannot be dealt with as 
if it contained only the axioms and 
corollaries of a book of mathe- 
matics....The substance of the law 
at any given time pretty nearly 
corresponds, as far as it goes, with 
what is then understood to be con- 
venient.” 

In the same book: “The philo- 
oe habit of the day, the fre- 


quency of legislation and the ease. 


with which the law may be changed 
j}to meet the opinions and wishes 
|of the public, all make it natural 
‘and unavoidable that Judges as 
well as others should openly discuss 
ithe legislative principles upon 
'which their decisions must always

50 years. That comes from the 
same source as dislike of noveltv— 


—a slackening in the eternal pur- 
suit of the more exact.” 

Such is the philosophy of the 
law and life which brings Justice 
Holmes, together with that other 
conspicuous liberal, Justice Bran- 
deis, into frequent collision with 
the literal-minded jurists who form 
the majority of the Supreme Court. 
A few of his notable opinions will 
indicate how he applies his views. 
Glimpses of a Few of His Notable 

Opinions. 

“TI cannot believe,’’ he wrote in 
one dissent, ‘‘that the liberty guar- 
anteed by the fourteenth amend- 
ment includes only liberty to ac- 
quire and enjoy property.” In a 
labor case in 1921, in which the 
Court by a five-to-four vote nulli- 
fied an Arizona law protecting 
strike pickets against criminal

MISSOURI ROAD

but is thoroughly recognized with- 
in the trade. 


Cost Cut Necessary. 

Automobile manufacturers are 
realizing that they have to cut costs 
rather than prices. As a result, at 
least one big producer already is 
considering buying or building 
a sheet steel mill in the district be- 
tween the Mahoning Valley and 
Chicago. Negotiations have not 
yet approached the point where 
officials in the companies involved 
can outline plans. The purveyors 
of electric power in the district 
have been sounded as .to their abil- 
ity to furnish current for a thor- 
oughly electrified plant and have 
outlined figures as to rates cover- 
ing a period of years. 


The trend has even gone far- 
ther. One of the largest paint 
manufacturers in the world dis- 
cused it with the writer today. His 
company has furnished finishes for 
millions of automobiles. 

“I hear that one of the big com- 
panies is about to buy control of 
a paint and varnish corporation 
/~which can shift advantageously to 
Detroit,” he said. “We have to 
recognize the trend in that direc- 
tion if we hope to hold our auto- 
mobile customers. This trend is 
already evidenced by General Mo- 
tors, the stock of which is exten- 
sively held by the Dupont com.-, 
pany, maker of paint and var- 
nishes, and by at least two other 
large producers of motor cars who 
have acquired control of paint 
companies.’”’ 


Tire Field Affected. 


The move has affected the tire 
field. Rubber men have found for 
months that original equipment 
orders have been only at prices 
which meant little profit. 

The general feeling among the 
rubber men, therefore, is that it ts 
more advantageous to rely more 
largely on the replacement trade 
and if the manufacturers desire to 
buy or build their own tire plants

‘GUARDS TO PATROL BRIDGE 


AT LA SALLE FOR TWO YEARS 


Will Keep Off Heavy Trucks Until 
New Bridge Is 
Completed. 

By the Associated Press. 

LA SALLE, IIL, April 28.—Six™ 
State Highway policemen started a 
touring of “guard duty’ at the 
Shippingsport bridge south of here 
this week which will not end for at 
least two years. It is their duty 
to see that no trucks’ weighing 


nore than five tons are allowed on 


the structure and to enforce the 
10-miles-per-hour speed limit. 

This bridge, spanning the Illinois 
River on Routes 2 and 7, two of 
the busiest highways in the State, 
has threatened to collapse under 
the pounding it receives. Route 2 
cuts straight through the center of 
the State from Freeport to Cairo 
and is a popular highway. Route 
7 is the direct highway from Chi- 
cago to Rock Island and has been 
much used by trucks. 

The State policemen will guard 
the old span until the new con- 
crete and steel] La Salle bridge is 
completed some two years hence. 
The contract for the new structure 
was let last fall and grading the 
approaches has just started. 

Heavily loaded trucks, careening 
westward from Chicago are blamed 
for recent troubles at the bridge. 
Scales are to be installed at each of 
the approaches and no_ vehicle 
weighing more than five tons will 
be allowed to cross. Heavier loads 
will be compelled to detour. 

Strict orders have been given 
the patrolmer. to enforce the speed 
limit of 10 miles per hour and to 
arrest all violators. 

Wooden shelters erected at each 
end of the bridge’ will protect the 
patrolmen from the weather and 
the six men wil work in pairs and 
in eight-hour shifts.

a Statement by the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission which says in so 
many words that if the stations de- 
sire licenses they should apply for 
channels in the short waves. 

Announcement was made by the 
commission two weeks ago that ap- 
plications for licenses for tempo- 
rary operating permits which 
asked for the use of -the 
Canadian waves would not 
be favorably considered. Stations 
which were operating on those 
waves were warned that they must 
ask for other channels. 

The announcement of the com- 
mission says: 

*‘In each of these cases the com- 
mission has notified the station that 
it cannot permit use of the frequen- 
cy suggested by the station, as such 
use would create interference with 
stations already operating on such 
frequencies. It has indicated that 
each station which has been using 
a Canadian frequency must find a 
place for itself which will not cause 
serious interference, and has sug- 
gested that the only frequencies 
where piece are likely to be 
granted are those above 1360, that 
is to say, in the wave band between 
199.9 and 220.4 meters.” 

WFRL First to Be Penalized. 
WFRL, of the Flatbush Radio 
Corporation of Brooklyn, fromerly 
on the Canadian chanel 910 kilo- 
cycles or 829.5 meters, was assigned 
to 1460 kilocycles on 205.4 metera. 
This was the first penalty !nflicte-1 
on a United States station which 
“jumped” an exclusive Canadian 
channel. This station was grante1 
an increase in power from 10) to 
500 watts. It is on so low a wave 
length, that few receiving sete can 
pick it up, except those within close 
range. 

KGCN, of the Concordia Broad- 
casting Co., Concordia, Kan., wse 
removed from its’ self-selected 
channel of 1276 kilocycles or 235 
meters, and assigned to its old fre- 
quency of 1430 kilocycles or 209.7 
meters. 

Powerful Stations Reduced. 

Two 10,000 watt Chicago stations 
and two 6§000-watt stations, one in 
Atlantic City, the other in Nash- 
ville, were reduced materially in 
power in an effort to prevent in- 
terference with other stations on 
their channels, which were not 
changed. Those stations were: 
WEBH, Edgewater Beach Hotel, 
Chicago, reduced from 10,000 to 
2000 watts; WBBM, Atlass Invest- 
ment Co., Chicago, reduced from 
10,000 to 1500 watts; WPG, the 
Atlantic City Municipal station, 
from 5000 to 1500 watts, and 
WDAD, Dad‘s Auto Accessories 
Ine., Nashville, Tenn., from 6000 
to 1000 watts, and WRH, Minne- 
apolis, from 56000 to 1000 watts. 

KFKB, Milford, Kan., was lifted 
from 690 to 1370kc , or from 435.4 
meters to 218.8, but was permitted 
an increase of power from 1000 to 
$500 watts. 

Other stations left on the same 
channels, but reduced in power, 
were: WEMC, Emanuel Missionary 
College, Barrien Springs, Mich., 
from 1400 to 500 watts; WHAR, At- 
lantic City, 1000 watts to 6500: 
WQAM, Miami, 1000 to 750 watts; 
WSBC, Chicago, from 1500 watts to 
1000; KFPY, Spokane, from 500 to 
250 watts, and WNRC, Greensboro, 
N. C. from 600 to 15 watts.

FEW weeks ago 
Weepah was a bar- 
ren spot in a desert, 
with one lone mine 
shaft at the top ofa 
still more lonely hill.

Frank 
walked four miles to

low, loose formation that was the richest 
by far that either of the boys had ever seen. 

“Tt’s a million dollar mine,’’ Leonard 
cried, panting. 

Together they flew back to the spot. It 
was too dark to work, but they could not 
sleep. Early the next morning they began 
to work again, this time so excited that they 
could hardly handle their picks. They filled 
an old oil can with sample ore, shoveled the 
rest of the pay dirt back in the hole and 
covered it up, so that their find would not be 
seen by any chance prospector.

The moment the town heard about the dis- 
covery a hundred cars full of gold-crazed 
people were ready to follow the young 
miners to discover where they had made 
their strike. To elude these people, the boys 
did not start back until evening, and made 
their camp for the night four miles past 
Weepah. Before dawn they went back 
stealthily, on foot, and succeeded in staking 


out three valuable adjoining claims before

they were discovered by their pursuers. Then 
everybody began to stake claims as fast as 
the work could be done. The stampede was 
begun. 

Today all the available ground within 
eight miles of Weepah is taken up. The 
Only way to acquire a claim is to buy it. 

Frank Horton Jr. and Leonard Traynor 
are not ignorant, playful boys who stum- 
bled by chance upon a lump of gold stick- 
ing up on top of the sagebrush. They 
are smart, capable young men who 
know their onions. They know minerals 
and they know where to put their picks into 
the ground. 

It is true, as reported, that they found 
the gold at the mouth of a hole, gopher, 
badger or common: but they were not poking 
sticks into holes to frighten badgers out. 
They were mining, and they understand 
mining, and young Frank doesn’t even re- 


was chasing a bear; or the 

other way around, most likely. 
The honest miner is always being robbed of 
his just dues by the dnimals. 

Frank Horton Sr. has suffered from the 
Same sort of misrepresentation. He is not 
a grizzled, rheumatic, poverty-stricken eater 
of sour-dough bread and canned tomatoes, 
but an aggressive, forceful business map, 
who stands high in Tonapah and Goldfield 
and elsewhere in his State. 

On the day of my arrival in Tonapah, Mr. 
Horton took me out to Weepah. 

We crossed the stretch of desert that cov- 
ered most of the distance between Tonopa) 
and Weepah, and went grinding slowly up 
some bumpy knobs that had to be taken in 
low speed. Beside us, at every turn of the 
canyon, were ‘‘markers,’’ usually pyramids 
of jagged stone about three feet high, with 
a tobacco can placed securely between the 
stones near the top. In this can, or in some 
receptacle like it, the prospector places the

description of his claim. Sometimes the 
marker is a two-by-four, about three feet 
high, set vertically, supported by rocks at 
its base. 

Markers were as numerous as signboards 
on city streets, and near many of them were 
location holes, six by four by ten, or the 
equivalent of 240 cubic feet, which must be 
dug within 90 days to hold the prospector’: 
right to his claim on a space 600x1500 feet, 
or 20 2-3 acres, for the first year. To holda 
claim thereafter, one must do $100 worth of 
work a year. He must do this much each 
year until he ‘proves up’”’ and gets final 
title.

R. HORTON made this announce- 
VV zene as we came suddenly over the 

top of a mountain. Below us stretched 
a low, flat terrain, surrounded by moun- 
tains covered with snow. Nestling in the 
northeast corner of this level country, snuzZ 
against the hills, was the new magic town of 
Weepah. Autos, tents and wooden buildings 
sprawled over an area of half a square mile, 
and isolated bits of canvas flashed as far as 
a mile away from the group that made the 
town proper. 

It was almost impossible to realize that 
the town had been created in little over 
two weeks. Aladdin himseJf could hardly 
have done better. It was a model for Los 
Angeles real estate men, except that the 
land cost nothing. The inhabitants were 
all: squatters. They stopped and spread their 
tents, as tourist campers do, wherever it 
pleased their fancy. 

The miracle had been wrought by the 
matchless magic of the telegraph, the radio 
and the automobile. What had required two 
years at Goldfield, a generation before, had 
been done in half a month at Weepah. 

Some comprehension of what it means to 
gather 1200 people into a new town in the 
desert in so short a time can be gained when 
we remember that Nevada-has only 77,000 
people in it—less than the population of 
Peoria, Illinois. 

Nevada, though one of our largest states, 
is so barren that, outside of its cities, of 
which Reno is far the largest, great stretches 
will be found in which there is an average 
of less than one person to 20 square miles. 
It ig surrounded by the most desolate parts 
of Idaho, Utah, Arizona, California and Ore- 
gon. To reach Weepah from important rail- 
road centers outside the State, from all di- 
rections except west, one must travel half 
a thousand miles. Yet the license plates on 
the cars of the new residents of Weepah read 
from nearly all the states of the Union ex- 
cept those in the extreme East, and no doubt 
before summer these will be represented, as 
Alaska is, and Mexico, and Florida. 

Nevada is full of “ghost cities’’—for- 
mer mining towns that have lived their 
day of glory and have been deserted 
by men, their houses left standing 
empty and forsaken, homes only for lizarda, 
tarantulas and rattlesnakes. Weepah may 
some day be one of these places of mystery 
and memory, but its glory of the moment is 


the glory of carpenter's hammer, auto horn, 
street barker and mining blast. 

It has in it fruit stands, restaurants, gro- 
cery stores, a clothing store, a shoe store, a 
second-hand shop, a _ loan shop, hot-dog 
stands, barber shops, two gasoline stations, 
four big gambling clubs—the Casino, the 
Northern Club, the Gold Nugget Club and 
the Weepah Club—a big dance hall, two pub- 
lic stenographers, an assay office, a broker's 
office for sale of claims, a bakery, sandwic) 
stands, auto stage headquarters, postoffice, 
an airplane landing eight miles away, a for- 
tune teller, eight or ten pretty ladies, a 
dozen professional gamblers and 1200 ama- 
teurs, an auto repair shop, a sign painter, a 
contractor and a Deputy Sheriff. 

When we arrived in the morning of March 
30 there were 29 wooden buildings. By 
nightfall there were 32. A week before 
there had been only two wooden buildings 
Outside of the property of the Electric Gold 
Mine Company, Horton’s mine. 

On the day we arrived, 27 days after the 
discovery and a little over two weeks after 
the practical beginning of the permanent 
settlement, a provisional committee was 
elected to form a town organization, the op- 
posing political parties being the Miners and 
the Hotdogites. The miners won. 

The ‘‘stores’’ I have mentioned are, many 
of them, mere signe on the sides of the tents 
along the main street (which is over half a 
mile long), indicating the occupations of the 
persons inside; but already the most aggres- 
sive among these dealers and professional 
persons are securing permanent buildings, 
crude but satisfactory. Many of them are 
old buildings, brought from miles away on 
trucks, a feat of truck driving that is nota- 
ble among s0 many precipitous mountains. 
Balancing a barn-on a truck, over a narrow 
pass, with a 20 per cent grade, is a stunt 
that qualifies for the vaudeville circuit and 
the insane asylum. 


HE expected high prices did not ma- 
terialize The auto, that made the 
miraculous growth of Weepah possi- 
ble, also brought supplies, and made prices 
reasonable. Hot dogs cost 35 cents, coffee 
10 cents, beans, bread and butter 35 cents, 
a haircut 85 cents, a shave 50 cents, good 
meals at the best place $1. San Francisco 
and Tonopah newspapers are sold on the 
street for a dime, by a boy who has the reg- 
ulation lung power and duly accredited, un- 
intelligible war cry. The round trip by auto 
from Tonopah costs $7.50. The nearest water 
supply is 12 miles away, so water costs 50 
cents a gallon, which is the same price as 
a drink of whisky that will take the rust off 
a miner's pick, or drill a hole in a ledge of 
quartz. 

No gold strike is genuine without its gam- 
blers and vivandieres, and Weepah has its 
quota, though not so many as it will have 
when the size and value of the mother lode 
is definitely ascertained.

Let us not neglect China, for China 
has not been neglecting us.

McCall is not one of those collectors 
who believea everything he is told.

He thinks they are of the Khang Ksi 
period, rather, around about 1600. 

“It is very hard,’ he told me, “‘al- 
ways to be sure of what you are get- 
ting. Some of the best of experts 
are fooled at times. I know of a

dealer in Europe who is about as expert as 
anvone. He bought something from a 
Prince and paid about $50,000 for it. This 
Prince is one of the greatest collectors in 
Europe, himself, and a man of the highest 
integrity. After the dealer had purchased 
this object, the dealer became doubtful of 
its authenticity. He sold it for $3500. 

“One way of protecting yourself is to deal 
only with men of good reputation who are 
expert in their work. Then, one often car- 
ries on one’s own investigation, to be sure 
that his contemplated purchase is what it is 
supposed to be. Things which are catalogued 
are almost certain to be authentic.’ 

Mr. McCall told me that he has had some 
interesting and difficult times in getting 
what he wanted. He had often spent a long 
time in his negotiations before he was suc- 
cessful in his quest. But he prefers not to 
talk about them, for the most interesting of 
his campaigns have been carried on in an 
effort to get something or other from some 
family which has been beset by lean days. 
and has by necessity been forced to part 
with a treasure to bolster up the family 
coffers. 

You may think, by this time, that Mc- 
Call owns all the art treasures in the world 
and that you have been told about each ons 
of them. But you haven't. Just a few, just 
a very few, of the things this man really 
possesses have been told of. : 

So, in justice to the beauty and the love- 
liness that has still gone unsung, let us, in 
the order of their appearance, list a few of 
the wonders that remain: 


N OXIDIZED silver clock. A renais- 
A satee clock. It was presented by the 

Duke of Orleans to Countess Jean d’ 
Asbonne. It is embellished with garnets. 
A bloodstone base. On it are the coats 
of arms of the houses of Orleans and Bour- 
bon. 

Cups and saucers of the unfortunate Ma- 
rie Antoinette. 

Chinese wine pitcher, Ming Period.

And a Chinese goddess, Kuan-Yin, the 
goddess of mercy. In rock crystal. 

A Sevres porcelain vase. The gift of Louis 
Philippe to a friend, Prince de la Fellere.
